The County Court rescinded its condi- 
tional action granting the franchise. The 
incorporation complied with the terms laid 
down by the court a week ago and filed a 
new petition for a route 10w feet beyond 
Clayton, : 

At the last sitting of the County Court 
an order was made that the franchise wou.d 
be granted on the Belt Line Co. striking 
out of its petition the words “on and 
along’ as applying to various highways and 
fil.ng profiles showing exactly the route to 
be followed. 

When the court opened Saturday morn- 
ing Attorney O’Brien, representing the Belt 
Line Company, arose and made the agg 
0 


ment that it was not now the desire 
Messrs. Wagoner, Jones and Weich to 
build the line across the property of the 


Washington University. 
The original application for a franchise 


had specified that the roposed route 
would extend within 1000 feet of the city 
limits. This would have made the road 


pass directly through the site of the uni- 
versity’s main building. 

Attorney O’Brien eaid the road would not 
extend. within 1000 feet of the city limits 
at this point. He presented a profile map, 
illustrating to the Court the proposed new 
route, and showing that the line would be 
built 1000 feet west.of Clayton, instead of 
between Clayton and the city limits.

The members of the committee de- 
cline to state its plans until it has been 
referred to their respective governments, 
but they have giver out tha, Samoa w.il in 
future be ruled by a white governor, ap- 
pointed by the three powers, much as the 
chief injustice is at present. There 
be a native council or legislature, but 
governor will have the veto power and 
chief justice will be the fina) authority

This arrangement met the approval of the 
Samoans. The day before the commission 
sailed delegations of 13 men from each 
faction met on the Badger and signed the 
articles, thus officially approving the ar- 
rangement in the name of their respective 
chiefs, Mataafa and Malietoa. 


When the commission sailed all was 
quiet and seemed likely to remain so. 
Residents ef Samoa have filed with the 


commissioners claims aggregating $440,000 
for property destroyed during the recent 
temporary occupation of Mulinuu by Amer- 
ican and British sailors.

MISREPRESENTING THE ISSUE 


“We shall be guilty of a terrible wrong to humanity,” says 
Gov. Roosevelt, “if, in the Philippines, we retreat before 
armed savagery instead of organizing a suitable government.” 
Ina nother sentence he speaks of the Philippine resistance as 
“an outburst of savagery.” 
On what ground can Gov. Roosevelt call the resistance of 
the Filipinos “an outburst of savagery?” The Filipinos are not 
resisting good government, but armed invaders who want to 
take possession of their country under a title acquired by 
from their conquerors and oppressors. We helped 
to arm the Filipinos against their former oppressors and 
treated them as allies. There would have been no war if we 
had not assumed absolute sovereignty in the island and tried 
to take possession of them, regardless of the will of the Philip- 
pine people. They have offered to lay down their arms upon 
@n assurance of independence. They are willing to make peace 
now on this condition. They would doubtless welcome an 
American protectorate and American aid in organizing a gov- 
ernment of and for the Filipinos. 
Gov. Roosevelt is either guilty of crass stupidity or he know- 
ingly misrepresents the matter. Let us be honest about the 
issue and treat brave opponents with justice. The issue is not 
One of organizing a good government for the Filipinos, but of 
Seizing the Philippines for Americans. 
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The problem of the Philippine war is not so much a question 
‘ef termination as of extermination. 
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FREIGHT AUTOMCBILES.

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MORE LIGHT: ON THE STREET RAILWAY TRUST. 


When the St. Louis street railway monopoly was organized 
the Post-Dispatch pointed out the features that marked the 
scheme a trust. The capitalization of the railways was raised 
from about $40,000,000 to $90,000,000, a gain in monopoly value, 
which goes into the pockets of the promoters, of not less than 
$45,000,0000, allowing $5,000,000 for improvements. Of this capi- 
talization not less than $65,000,000 is water, which the people 
will make good in fares. Not a dollar of the money saved 
in economies returns to the people in reduced fares, but all 
goes into the pockets of the owners. 

In the manageiment of the monopoly absolute power is vest- 
ed in the “managers” who are the trust magnates. There 
is no limitation of their control and the scheme of consolida- 
tion is to be entrusted to a specially organized trust company. 
Some figures showing the profits of subscribers to the trust 
stock throw light on the gigantic scheme to absorb the value 
of a monopoly of all the street railway transportation facili- 
ties of St. Louis. The price of the street railway trust sub- 
scriptions has reached 147; that is, to say, the value of a sub- 
scription of $10,000 is worth $14,746. There is now a clear 
profit of $4746 on a $10,000 subscription, and the market value 
is steadily rising 

The people of St. Louis, under the monopoly of St. Louis 
street railways, will pay five cents fare. There will be a re- 
duction of expenses, but no reduction of fares. The promoters 
of the monopoly will pocket $45,000,000 of monopoly profits,/ 
Yet Gov. Stephens, in signing the law creating the monopoly, 
said it could not be a trust. He told the people the law was 
for their benefit. 
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The Chicago Tribune is an administration paper but its 
Manila correspondent whose reports appear in other adminis- 
tration papers paints a gloomy picture of the situation in the 
Philippines. In reality he indicts Gen. Otis for incompetence 
and writes down the campaign as a failure. Is his report 
a tissue of falsehoods or is it truth which under the sway of 
imperialism is branded as treasonable? 
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Gen. Funston has added anothtr to his many conspicuous 
proofs of loyalty and courage by electing to stay with the 
army in the Philippines until the war is over. But he does 
not hesitate to say that the war of conquest ought not to 
have been undertaken and that Philippine expansion is a mis- 
take,

The oniv 
Grill we have is from 8:30 to 10 a. m.. and 
the rest of the da is ours.

Do you like mutton? Yes. And would 
you eat goat's meet instead? Horrors, no! 
Yet that is Just what you have been doing 
for some time! 

In the Post-Dispatch Friday 
peared a telegram from Kansas Cliy, 
which stated that the big packers there 
were killing goats and seliing the meat for 
mutton. It was even declared that some 
of this meat wads so0.d in St. Louis. 

An investigation €howa not only that is 
true, but that it has been going on for 
some time, and it is highly probable that 
much of the “spring jlamb’’ consumed here 
with appetizing mint sauce was notning 
eise than the meat of kids! 

The St. Louis butchers are not backward 
in admitting these facts. They were sur- 
prised that it was not known generally 
that goat's meat was sold here. They 
said that they made no secret of it; neither 
did the packers. It was a well understood 
part of the meat business. 

“Of course, we ‘don't sell it,” every 
butcher hastens to add, “because we deal 
only in mutton, but other shops sell goat's. 
meat right along. The big’ packers kill 
goats and the butchers buy goats, They 
probably sell them as mutton because of 
prejudice.”’ 

“Is goat's meat unhealthy?” one butcher 
was asked. 

‘‘No,”” he replied, “it is not any more 
than goat’s milk is. The flesh of a young 
kid is as tender and juicy as that of a lamb 
and just as palatable. I[t takes an expert 
to tell them apart. Of course, old bDlily- 
goats are foush and stringy, the same as 
old bugk sheep are. But young goats and 
kids are fine eating.”’ 

“A fellow offered me 2 for my goat not 
long ago,’’ put in the butcher’s boy. “He 
wanted to kill it.”

GENERAL APPROPRIATION BILL 
Is THROUGH THE HOUSE. 


ALBRIGHT WAS CHIEF ACTOR. 


Police Bill Was Never Intended for 
Passage, but Only as @ Successful 
Club on the Mayor. 


Riotous scenes and disgraceful language 
characterized the passage of the general 
appropriation bill by the House of Dele- 
gates Friday night. There were no fights 
on the floor, but the disorder which has 
characterized nearly all of the meetings of 
the present House reached a cilmax in the 
| most profane and obscene talk ever heard 


outside of a dive 

As forecasted in the Post-Dispatch, no 
cognizance was taken in the appropria- 
tions of the police bill. That bill was re- 
pores by the Committee on Ways and 
Means, and Clerk Judy began to read the 
amendments offered by the committee. 

Cronin demanded that printed copies of 
the amended bill be furnished to all of the 
members. Others of the minority faction 
took up the demand and «he House was 
immediately in an uproar. It continued half 
an hour. Speaker Murrell shouted for or- 
der and pounded with his gavel, but the 
members were too busy hurling foul epi- 
thets at each other to respect the speaker. 

The speaker many times ordere Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Weeke to compel the most 
disorderly members to sit down. Weeke 
made feeble efforts to do so, but the un- 
ruly members sat down only when they 
were hoarse and out of breath. 

The leaders of the disorder were Albright, 
Cronin and Sweeney. Albright was the 
noisest of them. He shouted defiance at 
the speaker, and was so zealous in object- 
ing to everything that onca@ he objected to 
a motion he had made himself. He used 
violent personal language toward the clerk 
and nearly every member of the majority 
faction. : ; 

Sweeney used very profane and abusive 
language. Cronin was in the main good- 
natured but used coarse language once OF 


twice.

000: for the commissioner of supplies’ office 
from $4000 to $5300; for the Mayor's contin- 
gent fund from $10,000 to $12,500; for print- 
ing and stationary in the Mayor's Comp- 
troller’s, Treasurer’s and Auditor’s offices 
from $31,000 to $22,000. 

The garbaze removal fund was decreased 
from $112,276 ito $104,930.
